here is a truism which states that you are 
never too old to learn something new. It is 
the sort of phrase which easily rolls off the 
lips of anyone involved in education, and 

I know that I have used similar words in conversation 
many times. The period of January 18th to 25th per- 
sonally brought home the truth of those words as 
never before. 

The original idea of a trip to Hong Kong start- 
ed almost a year ago. Since the late 1960's, Ridley has 
attracted an increasing number of students from 
Southeast Asia and Hong Kong in particular. It 
seemed like a logical proposition to mount a visit by 
Ridley to formally establish a branch of the Ridley 
College Association in Hong Kong. 

With the invaluable assistance of alumni, 
parents and Governors in Toronto and Hong Kong, 
Darcy and Joyce McKeough, Bob and Pat Stanley, 
Don Rickers and I left Canada on January 18th for 
what proved to be one of the most valuable, delightful 
and fascinating experiences that any headmaster could 
aspire to. 

Our hosts -- Dr. & Mrs. Frank Chan, Ronald 
Ho, Fred and Jeannie Kwoh, Kelvin Chen and Simon 
Chiu -- treated us with the utmost kindness and gen- 
erosity throughout our stay. As hoped, we had the 
privilege of interviewing several bright and committed 
young men and women who want to come to Ridley 
for an education. In addition, the inaugural dinner to 
formally recognize the creation of our 36th Branch was 
a marvellous evening attended by over 70 current and 
past parents and alumni, and the sense of common 
fellowship which all Ridleians display was never in 
stronger force.

But of all the remarkable memories and exper- 
iences we enjoyed, one aspect of the trip will always 
remain a part of me. It was not the sheer size of the 
population in such a limited space; it was not the ever- 
present entrepreneurial spirit or frantic pace of life; nor 
was it the magnificent view of the harbour from 
Victoria Peak at night. Rather it was the new-found 
respect I gained for those students who travel so far 
from such closely knit families to go to Ridley. No 
longer will I frown at the thought of Chinese students 
seeking the refuge of one another in the Great Hall to 
share a common thought in their native language. Nor 
will I be totally concerned that all students embrace a 
Western view of student life. If, as an adult, one can 
have all one's senses assaulted by what is going on 
about you, as | undoubtedly did, then | have a much 
deeper appreciation for what a new student must 
experience in their first days or months at Ridley. 

All students from our international community 
of students must experience similar feelings at times. 

If the trip to Hong Kong did nothing else, at least it 
ensured that I will carry the message to everyone at 
Ridley that we must be especially welcoming to those

Pioneers In Our Own lime

n the early seventies the Board of Governors of 
Ridley College made a bold decision which was 
unpopular in some quarters. After 84 years of 





operation as a 'boys' school, Ridley was to fol- 
low the recommendation of its new headmaster, Rich- 
ard Bradley, and open its doors to girls. There was con- 
siderable disquiet and concern over the 11 girls that 
entered Grades 12 and 13 in that September of 1973. 
Now, as we approach the 20th year of operation as a 
coeducational institution with 258 young women reg- 
istered at all grade levels, I believe that it is fair to say 
that the success of the school as a coed institution cer- 
tainly justifies the original decision both on philosoph- 
ical and financial grounds. 

In the last few years, three of our close friends in 
the Ontario Independent School world [Lakefield, Ap- 
pleby and T.C.S.] have joined the ranks of coed schools. 
As pioneers in our province in the field of "turning" 
coed, members of the Ridley faculty and administration 
have been called upon to offer advice to each of the oth- 
er schools as they faced the transition. As we are being 
called upon to consult, we automatically question - how 
have we done? Ridley's report card comment under the 
heading of Co-education might read as follows: 


"Despite an uncertain and somewhat hesitant 
start, Ridley has gradually gained strength in 
dealing with this sensitive issue and now stands 
near the top of the class" 


Why "near" and not "at" the top of the class? 
Over the years there have been frustrations on both 
sides. Male students have felt that females were being 
given preferential treatment at the same time as fe- 
male students have felt that they were being over- 
looked when tradition dictated that certain positions 
[eg. cheerleaders, C.O. of the cadet corps] be reserved 
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for males. Complaints about preferential treatment 
have been heard less and less in recent years. 

We are near the top because we have done a lot 
of things right. The number of girls has been increased 
to the point where meaningful participation in classes 
and in athletics is possible. An inspection of the list of 
the top ten students at any grade level in any given year 
will reveal that male and female names generally ap- 
pear in equal proportion. An inspection of the bottom 
ten students at any grade level generally indicates that 
the males have claimed possesion of this category with 
only one or two female names breaking into the list. 

When Ridley adopted co-education, there wa 


a suggestion that the presence of girls would enhance 





the arts at the school. | would contend that facilities, 
leadership and program will determine the strength of 
an arts program, not the male/female ratio of the par- 
ticipant group. Our arts programs have developed 
over the last decade mainly as a result of enhanced fa- 
cilities for art, drama and music and our programs in 
these areas are still developing.

The lack of an adequate athletic program for 
the girls in the early years of co-education must have 
been extremely frustrating for those who would liked 
to have been involved in "real" competition. As our 
number of girls has increased, the athletic program 
has expanded to include them. Although we hear 
complaints from time to time about boys! teams being 
given priority when it comes to facilities and coaching, 
the success of some of the girls' teams would suggest 
otherwise. Girls’ swimming is strong, field hockey and 
volleyball teams have been regular OFSSA contenders 
in the last few years, and Ridley's success in winning 
the "Cosgrave Cup" [the cup for overall points at the 
CSSRA regatta] in the last few years has been largely 
due to the points obtained by the women's crews. 

While we have dealt successfully with the 
provision of facilities and programs for all of our stu- 
dents, in striving for perfection there is always some 
challenge still to be met. The Ridley community fac- 
es the same struggles that we see in society around us, 
ie. ensuring equal treatment for both sexes and pro- 
viding appropriate role models for all students. Our 
Board of Governors must be commended for its 
steady progress toward the goal of providing a mem- 
bership which reflects the nature of the school. In the 
early 70's there were no women on the Board, today 
the Board and Advisory's rosters includes 11 women, 
two of whom are OR's. 





In spite of the fact that 43% of the current 
student population is female, only 22% of the full 
time faculty is female. At the present time drama, 
music, computer science, geography, history and ad- 
vanced mathematics are taught exclusively by male 
teachers. One department head (out of ten de- 
partments) is female; one member of the ad- 
ministrative team of six is female. These lingering in- 
equities can be addressed only by a strong 
commitment to thoughtful advance planning and re- 
cruitment. It will not be easy to convince top notch 
women to "move" to Ridley when society, for the 
most part, does not yet endorse family relocation for 
the mother's career. This provides us with an exciting 
challenge not an insurmountable barrier. 

What has been the effect of our co- 
educational boarding atmosphere on our graduates of 
the past two decades? I suspect that a survey of these 
graduates would elicit many poignant memories and 
interesting stories that would illustrate that we have 
served some well and that we have failed others. | 
would enjoy hearing from graduates (male or female) 
who have a story or opinion on this topic to share. ®D

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The Admissions Office Faces Off @ 
Against The Recessionary Blues

"Headmasters have power at their disposal with 


which Prime Ministers have never yet been invested.” 
Winston Churchill, reflecting on his days at Harrow 


espite my great admiration for Mr. Church- 
ill, one could certainly take exception to his 
comment. Sir Winston's schoolboy pranks 
and lack of diligence earned him regular 





reprimands meted out by his unamused headmaster, 
measures which Churchill obviously viewed as harsh 
and arbitrary. Alas, school heads exert no such con- 
trol over national economies; there is no magic wand 
they can wield to deal with the ills of the current re- 
cession which is sweeping the globe. 

An additional concern is that traditional in- 
dependent school markets are diminishing, a reality 
which has spawned new approaches to school pro- 
motion and marketing. British private school heads, 
who in the past would cringe at the very mention of 
student recruitment, are now flocking to the Orient 
in an attempt to buoy up their shrinking enrollments, 
tapping the pool of bright Asian boys and girls whose 
parents highly value, and can often afford, in- 
dependent education. 

In North America, independent schools (and 
boarding schools in particular) have been dealt a 
body-blow by the economic decline of the past year. 
Many families that are eager to consider independent 
schools for their children have experienced a signif- 
icant erosion in their disposable income, such that 
the option appears prohibitively expensive. Similarly, 
many parents who currently have sons and daughters 
enrolled at private schools now feel that they must 
apply for financial assistance in order to keep them 
there. Some schools are already implementing crisis 
management techniques by reducing staff and slash- 
ing budgets to the bone, admitting that the quality of 
the experience they offer will be adversely affected. 
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Which prompts the question: how is Ridley's 
enrollment faring in this bleak scenario? 

Our volume of inquiries is on par with last year, 
a sign that people have at least an awareness of Ridley. 
Over the ensuing months, many of these inquiries will 
be converted into formal applications to the school. 

However, our applications are currently down, 
which is a cause for some concern. Keeping things in 
perspective, it should be noted that our application 
volume dropped last year as well, yet we still managed 
to fill the school (240 of the 295 who formally applied 
were accepted, and 191 enrolled). 

As one of Canada’s largest boarding schools, 
Ridley has a greater new-student intake than all of its 
major competitors. The fact that a number of prom- 
inent Ontario residential schools have recently gone 
co-educational is but another enrollment obstacle Rid- 
ley has had to face. 

Niagara has been hit hard by the recession: Gen- 
eral Motors! recent announcement of 2,300 job cuts in 
St. Catharines by 1995 is but the latest bout of bad 
news. The negative ripple effect through the local econ- 
omy has not left Ridley unscathed, as the number of new 
day student applications is down. 

Shooting the messenger won't help Ridley's 
situation, but your active support for the school will! 
Strong word-of-mouth endorsements from current 
students and their parents, alumni, and friends of the 
school are the single biggest way to improve the enroll- 
ment picture for this September. I urge you to become 
vocal Ridley advocates, and to spread the good news of 
the terrific environment which our school offers. 

A number of new recruitment initiatives are un- 
derway, which hopefully will help boost our applications. 
We would be happy to forward admissions material to 
any families you feel might be receptive. Please use the 
attached postage-paid coupons to pass on candidate in- 
formation.

t is not difficult to find a list of Colm Feore's 
thespian triumphs: Hamlet, Orsino, Romeo, Le- 
ontes, lachimo, Iago, Petruchio, Richard III, 
Cassius. Add to these Valentine in Love for 
Love, Hyppolytus in Phaedra, Athos in The Three Mus- 
keteers, Yasha in The Cherry Orchard, Joseph Surface in 
The School for Scandal, and Charles Marlow in She Stoops 
to Conquer, and you have the breadth and length of 
characters that would do credit to a major artistic treas- 
ure, which Colm is, and to a man of many years, which 
despite his place in the top rank of Canadian actors, he 
is not. He is possibly young enough to be in danger of 
the Icarus symptom, although none of his recent roles 
4) ) have indicated anything like rising too far, too fast. 
Born in Boston, Mass. and raised in Windsor, 
Ont., Colm came into Grade 8 at Ridley College in 
1971. Some will remember seeing him as General Percy 
C. Huntingdon Blimp in Pleasure Island. To be honest 
the role was not memorable, but it did win for him an 
honourable mention for the Terry Cronyn Prize, as did 
his role in Plautus! The Haunted House the following year. 
While he certainly did not shirk athletics, it 
soon became apparent that Colm's main interest and 





effort was to be put into other areas - particularly 
house and school plays and Acta Ridleiana. In 1975 
he acted in the Merritt House play and won the best 
actor award. In 1975-6 he was feature editor for Acta, 
acted in two school plays, won the 'Outstanding Act- 
ing Performance Prize! at the drama festival, acted in 
and directed the house play written by his friend J.P. 
Westin, won the Public Speaking Prize and debated 
on the Fulford Cup - winning team. Few of us will for- 
get his 'Fagin' in the school production of Oliver in 
his final year, when his potential talent became obvi- 
ous to all. That year, too, he was a school prefect, sec- 
ond in public speaking, won the Zealous Achieve- 
ment Prize for Merritt House, the Chapel Reading 
Prize, an Acta Service Award, best actor in the Merritt 
House play (again by J.P. Westin), and the Mason Gold 











Medal. It was a triumphant year and his friends wished 
him well as he headed to the National Theatre School. 
T.V. viewers have seen Colm acting in Beauti- 
ful Dreamers, Bethune, the Making of a Hero, Iron Eagle 
II, Friday the 13th, War of the Wor Ids, Diamonds, A 
Nest of Singing oak and Skate. On stage outside 
Stratford he has been seen as Edmund Tyrone in A 
Long Day's Journey into Night, Petruchio in The Tam- 
ing of the Shrew, Bassanio in The Merchant of Venice, 
and Rat in Toad of Toad Hall. 

Ray Conlogue, theatre critic for the Globe 
Mail, has suggested that Colm became Stratford's 'res- 
ident villain’ after his appearance in Cymbaline. He 
does seem at home in 'heavy' parts and his glower is 
deep and menacing, but if nothing else, Hamlet has 
shattered the picture of 'Feore the Villain.’ 

It is natural for any school to take pride in the 
successes of its graduates, and Ridley takes pride in 
Colm Feore. At the very least Ridley's program was 
broad enough to allow his interests and talents to de- 
velop, and we would like to think that they were fos- 
tered and encouraged — perhaps a new talent was 
mined and discovered — remember Col. Blimp! 

Colm Feore continues to make his home and 
his reputation in Stratford, Ontario. May good fortune 
and success shine on both.

eorge M. Hendrie '49 entered grade 9 
(then called Third Form) at Ridley College 
in September 1944. During his Ridley ca- 
reer he played football and cricket and was 
a right winger on the Ist hockey team for two years. 
He was described by Jack Matheson, then the coach, 
as 'the most improved player on the team, fast, alert 
and very hard working’. During his final year at the 
school, George was a house prefect in Merritt House 
and a Sergeant in the Cadet Corps. His number 2 
unit won the W.T. Merritt Award for the best platoon 
in the Corps. in 1949. 

Upon leaving Ridley, George attended the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario and graduated in 1953 with 
a Bachelor of Arts degree. In 1957 he joined Hendrie 
and Company Limited which was founded in 1855 and 
was, at the time of its sale in 1989, the oldest family- 
owned transportation company in Canada. In 1975, 
George was appointed President, a position which he 
held until the company was sold. Until December 1991, 
he acted as a consultant to TNT Canada Inc. 
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In the trucking industry, George served on 
many industry committees and boards during his busi- 
ness career, including the Canadian Trucking Associa- 
tion and the Ontario Trucking Association, of which 
he was President from 1975 to 1977. He was also a past 
president of Trucking Safety Association of Ontario. 

For many years the Hendrie family have been 
involved in thoroughbred racing and the Ontario 
Jockey Club. In 1991 George was appointed the Vice- 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees of the Club and 
he is Chairman Elect of the Board of Trustees to take 
office sometime in 1992. 

In 1954 George married the former Elizabeth 
Pierce Bartlett of Toronto, a sister of William Bartlett 
'47 and the late John Bartlett '53. They have three 
children, George C.'74, Geoffrey and Jane. 

George Hendrie has long served Ridley Col- 
lege, first as the President of the Ridley College As- 
sociation in 1973. In 1966 he was appointed to the 
Board of Governors and was made a Vice-President 
in 1981. During his term on the Board, George spent 
5 years as the Chairman of the Financial Support 
Committee (now the Development Committee) of 
the Board of Governors. During his tenure the 
present Ridley Fund/Class Agent system, that has 
proved so successful, and that laid the basis for the 
2nd Century Campaign, was put in place. 

Last year George re-joined the Board after a 
five year absence and at the Annual meeting in 
December, 1991, he was appointed the President of 
the Ridley College Board of Governors. 

The entire Ridley community wishes George 
every success as he embarks upon his presidential 
term. We, at Ridley, look forward to welcoming 
George and Betsy to the school many times during
